Tin 
clothes  were  afterwards  found  in  t}ie 
yard.  The  thieves  took  nothing  but 
money,  of  which  they  secured  a  consid¬ 
erable  sum:  and  left  watches  and  jewelry 
by  which  they  might  have  been  traced, 
untouched.  No  clue  was  left  by  which 
the  personality  of  the  robbers  could  hi 
traced  the  only  thing  known  concerning 
them  lieing  that  one  had  a  Very  large 
it  tot  and  the  other  a  very  small  one,  this 
fact  being  demonstrated  by  footprint: 
the  flower  bed  where  they  jumped  from 
the  window’.  A  numlier  of  other  houses 
in  this  neighborhood  were  visited  by  the 
burglars  previous  to  their  successful  ex¬ 
ploit,  but  in  each  case  they  were  fright 
ened  away.

SERIOUS  ACCIDENT. 

Martin  Hummell,  of  Bloomfield, 
Injured. 

Martin  Hummell,  a  coal  dealer  In 
Bloomfield,  drove  to  Newark  last  Sunday 
w  ith  a  two-seat  wagon  and  a  pair  of  jet 
black  horses,  accompanied  by  his  wifi* 
ami  a  grown  up  son.  Alxuit  4  o'clock 
in  the  afternoon,  after  having  calltil  upon 
several  acquaintances.  Mr.  Hummell  was 
driving  through  Holland  street,  in  the 
direction  of  Springfield  Avenue,  when 
the  horses  lieeauie  frightened  at  a  large 
sheet  of  paper  carried  in  front  of  them  by 
the  wind,  and  ran  away.

dash  board,  where  he  became  so  en¬ 
tangled  that  he  was  dragged  for  slime 
distance  over  the  ragged  Tel  fori  1  on  his 
stomach.  Finally,  when  the  frantic  horses 
were  stopped-  it  was  found  that  Mr. 
Hummell  was  insensible  from  his  ii^ifries.

effectual  In  the  law  as  If  said  lands  were  wholly  situ¬ 
ate  in  the  county  of  such  sheriff ;  provided,  howev  *: , 
that  the  provisions  of  tliis  act  shall  noot  apply  to  any 
•Rles  of  land  made  within  the  past  five  years,  nor 
s.iall  this  act  apply  to  or  interfere  with  any  proceed 
lngs  pending  ut  law  or  In  equity,  and  provided, 
further,  that  said  deed  has  been  recorded  in  both  said 
counties.

to  elect  as  trustees  certain  discreet  persons,  who. 
upon  filing  the  certificate  hereinafter  provided,  shall 
be  and  become  a  body  corporate,  capable  of  taking, 
holding,  managing  and  dealing  with  property,  both 
real  and  personal  to  and  for  the  uses  hereinaftei 
mentioned,  and  that  the  presiding  officer  and  clerk 
or  secretary  of  such  governing  body  at  the  time  of 
such  election  shall  Immediately  thereafter  prepare 
and  file  a  certificate  In  writing  under  their  hands  and 
seals,  wliich  certificate  shall  contain  flrst  the  name  or 
title  by  which  such  body  corporate  shall  be  known, 
and  second  the  names  or  the  trustees  so  as  aforesaid 
elected  and  the  times  for  which  they  were  respect¬ 
ively  chosen  to  serve;  which  certificate,  duly  ao- 
t—'wledged  by  said  presiding  officer  and  clerk  or 
etary,  shall  4ae  recorded  by  the  county  clerk  of 
any  county  with  the  bounds  of  the  Jurisdiction  of 
such  governing  body,  and  in  the  book  kept  for  record 
of  such  certificates ,  and  such  trustees,  upon  the  fil¬ 
ing  of  such  certificate,  shall  thereupon  be  and  lieroms 
a  body  corporate  by  the  name  therein  mentioned  j 
and  that  any  such  governing  body  may,  in  Its  discre¬ 
tion  elect  more  than  one  set  of  trustees  in  manner 
aforesaid,  who  may  in  like  manlier  become  incor¬ 
porated  and  who  shall  adopt  such  names  as  shall 
serve  to  distinguish  and  designate  them,  reference 
being  had  to  the  object  of  their  trust ;  and  that  such
